NHS Greenwich 
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Landlords ordered to improve flat 


ACTION to help tenants 
who complained of damp 
and cold conditions in their 
basement flat has been 
upheld by a Residential 
Property Tribunal. 
Greenwich Council had 
served an improvement 
notice on the Estate 
Charity of William 
Hatcliffe in regard to the 
flat in Woodlands Park 
Road, Greenwich. 


Environmental Health 
officers inspected the 
property and found tenants 
living with mould and 
condensation on the walls 
and heating provided by a 
couple of portable heaters, 
conditions that added up to 
category one hazard. 
Tenants had to crawl under 
a cold water tank to reach 
the key meter and a broken 
window was propped open 


with a piece of wood. 

The landlords had 
previously blocked an offer 
of a grant to install central 
heating in the flat. 

The tribunal ordered that 
all the improvement work 
had to be completed by the 
March 29. Cllr Maureen 
O’Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, 
said: “The tribunal’s 


decision vindicated the 
action taken by council 
officers to enforce 
landlords’ responsibilities 
under the housing acts.” 
She added that it was 
disappointing that action 
had needed to be taken 
against a housing charity 
that should be aware of 
their responsibilities to 
maintain safe and hazard- 
free accommodation.

GETTING the bug again 
for Taekwondo was only 
a part of Tony Kerr’s 
great achievement in 
becoming a first dan 
black belt. 

The 43-year-old painter 
and decorator has done it 
despite a disability that 
“still gives me grief every 
day”. 

Tony, from Charlton, told 
GT: “I was ecstatic to get 
my black belt in December 
and so was my family and 
friends. I’ll never be able to 
fight in competitions but 
hopefully I’ll be able to pass 
on the skills of this 
wonderful sport.” 

Tony suffered a compound 
fracture of his leg when he 
was 19 and working on a 
building site. “I did 
Taekwondo years ago and 
my son started doing it. He 
got up to black tag and, you 
know what it’s like, I got 
the bug. 

“I got into it knowing I 
wouldn’t be able to compete 
but to get my black belt was 
something else. I saw a flier for 
the Tan’Gun Taekwondo club 
in the borough and went along 
to one of their sessions. I have 
to wear shoes when I do it - for 
balance. My shoes are my feet, 
if you know what I mean. 

“Gradually I worked my 
way up through the belts. I 
failed my dan grade last 
September but took it again 
on December 12 and - 
hallelujah! It was an 
amazing feeling, something

that I never thought I 
would achieve with my 
disability. 

“It still gives me grief 
every day but it’s life, you 
just get on with it, I don’t 
let anything hold me back.” 

Tony already helps with 
the warming up at the 
Tan’Gun club and hopes to 
train the youngsters one 
day. He said: “I’m happy to 
train three times a week at 
the moment but I’d like to 
teach it in the future. It’s a 
wonderful sport, giving 
kids confidence and self- 
discipline but being able to 
defend themselves if 
necessary.” 

Master Derek Sumner, 
who manages the British 
Taekwondo technical team, 
told GT: “Tony gave his all 
to pass the very demanding 
physical but more 
important mental strain 
required to meet the grade. 
He will be an inspiration to 
the younger students that 
we hope will follow in his 
footsteps.”

‘Walking is 
Working’ on 
streets of 
Greenwich

COMMUNITY police 
are taking steps - 
15,000 a day, on 
average! - to liaise with 
residents and 

businesses for a safer 
Greenwich. 

Safer Neighbourhoods 
teams from across the 
borough have taken up 
thenewMet’s ‘Walking is 
Working’ campaign in 
earnest, and invited GT to 
help them get the message 
across. 

Community support 
officer Pablo Duprat, a 
familiar face on Ferrier 
Estate, Kidbrooke, wore a 
pedometer for the first 
four days of the campaign 

- and clocked up 60,000 
steps. 

Chief Inspector Andrew 
Johnstone said: “If you 
multiply that figure for 
every officer patrolling on 
foot, that’s millions of 
steps being taken to work 
with our partners, 
prioritise local issues and 
keep our neighbourhoods 
safe.” 

Newly-appointed 
Eltham police sergeant 
Marianne Rees, who 
joined colleague Sgt Neil 
Washington from the 
Ferrier team for the local 
campaign launch, said: 
“When we're out on the 
streets, our aim is to be 
visible, deter crime and 
keep the area safe.” 

She added: “We are 
distributing leaflets and 
encouraging people to 
come along and talk to us 

- either outside the shops 
or on streets where they 
live - during regular early- 
evening sessions which 
we hope to hold every 
fortnight." 

Officers from the 
borough's “Safer 

Neighbourhoods” teams 
always aim to spend at 


least 80 per cent of their 
time on foot-patrol - singly, 
where possible. 

PCSOs call on burglary 
victims to give follow-up 
support and advice, and 
they regularly check on 
older people living on 
their particular patch, as 
well as liaising with the 
schools. 

Pablo and his colleague 
Neal Morgan also make 
regular community safety 
presentations to newly- 
arrived students at the 
European language-school in 
Meadowcourt Road, Lee. 

Pablo, an IT executive 
until two years ago, told 
GT: “I'm happier now than 
I've ever been. We meet all 
sorts of people - and if just 
one child calls out ‘Hello 
Pablo’ on their way to 
school that really sets me 
up for the day!” 

Eltham South PCSO 
Susan Stacey was a 
primary school teaching 
assistant until a couple of 
years ago. “My three 
children were grown up 
enough and I needed a 
new challenge,” she told 
GT. “I hope that, when 


people see officers around, 
they feel reassured.” 

Greenwich police teams 
are: 

• Reducing burglary and 
setting up night time 
operations - several 
burglars have been 
arrested 

Residential burglary in 
Greenwich is currently 
down by 8.4%. 

• Acting on intelligence, 
disrupting crime such as 
drug dealing, anti-social 
behaviour and motor 
vehicle crime which is 
down by 26.3% 

• Discouraging theft, 
pickpockets and robbers 
in all town centres by 
patrolling, distributing 
leaflets and liaising with 
local shops. Personal 
robberies have been 
reduced by 24.5 per cent 

• Patrolling public 
transport and transport 
interchanges. Bus crime 
in Greenwich is down by 
28 per cent 

• Stopping and searching 
using metal detectors. 
Knife crime in the 
borough has been reduced 
by 24.3 per cent

Council hosts 
tribute event 
to victims of 
the Holocaust

NINE and ten-year-olds 
read poignant extracts 
from the Diary of Anne 
Frank for a Town Hall 
commemoration of 

Holocaust Memorial Day. 

And the Mayor of Greenwich 
recalled a ‘chilling’ visit to the 
Nazi concentration camp 
Auschwitz-Birkenau. 

It was all part of a 40-minute 
ceremony hosted by Greenwich 
Council in Victoria Hall, last 
Wednesday, January 27. 

The event was one of many 
held across the borough to 
mark the 65th anniversary of 
the liberation of Auschwitz by 
the Soviet Army 

The annual national 
celebration has been taking 
place in the UK since 2001 and 
urges everyone to reflect on 
what can happen when racism 
and prejudice are left 
unchecked. The day also 
highlights those affected by 
subsequent genocides in in 
Cambodia, Rwanda, Bosnia and 
the ongoing atrocities in 
Darfur. 

This year the Holocaust 
Memorial Day Trust challenged 
everyone to become part of a 
‘Legacy of Hope' and the theme 
was a focus of events at 
ceremonies across the country. 

Five Year 5 pupils from 
Cardwell Primary school 
reflected the theme as they read 
passages from Anne Frank’s 
diary. They also helped to light 
a candle of hope with Saeed 
Ahmad, chair of Greenwich 
Council for Racial Equality, the 
mayor and Cllr Peter Kotz, the 


council’s cabinet member with 
responsibility for social 
inclusion, who said: “We all 
have the opportunity to be part 
of the legacy of hope.” 

Greenwich Mayor Allan 
MacCarthy who hosted the 
event focused on the word 
‘difference’ and said: “We need 
difference in our world - 
difference can also be called 
diversity which is something we 
absolutely should celebrate. 
There is hope and we must keep 
that in our own hearts and do all 
we can to make sure that never 
again, anywhere, such atrocities 
occur - even on a small scale.” 

Attending the public event 


were councillors, faith group 
leaders and 90-year-old 
Gertrude Evans, a Greenwich 
resident who escaped from 
Berlin in 1939 leaving her 
parents behind. 

The former social worker from 
Charlton said: “It’s very 
important indeed to have this 
day because we ought to learn 
that such atrocities can’t 
happen again but I am often 
disappointed because the world 
has not learned and we see 
genocides over and over again. I 
feel very strongly that we have 
to in our daily lives fight racism 
and sexism at the point of 
occurrence if we are to have a 


more peaceful world.” 

Cardwell reader Laurent 
Dubova, 10, explained that 
pupils were having a special 
assembly about Holocaust 
Memorial Day and working on it 
over the next few weeks. He 
said: “Anne Frank was sad 
because she didn’t have a friend 
and had to pretend to speak to 
her diary. We should always 
share and play with someone if 
they’re from another religion.” 

Fellow pupil Kayleigh 
Jackson, nine, added: “We have 
to treat people the same way we 
treat the people we really like 
because they will treat you nice 
back.”

G EOFF Nutkins 
the curator of 
Shoreham 
Aircraft 
Museum, says 
grandchildren frequently 
visit - but have little 
knowledge about that 
time when Britain was 
fighting for its life, 
because grandad never 
talked about it. 

“And yet we know that 
‘trophy-hunting’ was a 
national obsession among 
kids at that time,” he told 
GT. 

“At the very least, the 
children would be 
collecting and swapping 
shrapnel from the anti- 
aircraft guns, or looking out 
for gun-bullets. 

“And, of course, the greatest 
prize would be a piece of an 
old aeroplane.” 

Geoff says he’ll gratefully 
take donations of debris, 
however small, from that 
awesome summer and 
autumn. He’d also like any 
written memories or photos of 
those days. 

The museum has part of a 
window from a Heinkel 111 
which came down over 
Woolwich Arsenal. 

Also, with the help of 
Greenwich Council, Geoff and 
fellow-enthusiasts were 
allowed to dig around in the 
end-terrace of Barnfield 
Gardens, Woolwich, in the 
1970s - with great success. 

The story started because 
Geoff’s dad, Frank, the 
aircraft museum’s co-founder 
who died last year, grew up in 
Greenwich and witnessed a 
dramatic skirmish involving 
twin-tailed Messerschmitt

110s, over that area 
in September, 1940, where a 
Spitfire pilot appeared to 
escape with his life. 

Geoff told us: “Dad always had 
vivid memories of that day. 
“He was living in Vernham 
Road, not far away, and he saw 
one of our airmen as his 
parachute opened and he 
came down, somewhere across 
the river. 

“Sure enough, we found some 
bits of Spitfire in that garden. 
“It was lovely seeing the 
expression on dad’s face!” 
Geoff added: “My dad actually 
bought a wing-tip panel from 
German airman Walter 
Binder’s Messerschmitt when 
he crashed onto gardens 
between Anne Street and

Robert Street on 
Saturday, August 
31, 1940. 

“Almost straight 
away, 

enterprising locals had 
dragged an old tin bathtub out 
for people to throw money 
into. It was in aid of the 
Woolwich Spitfire Fund, and 
the fund-total of £5,000 needed 
to purchase a Spitfire was 
reached that November. 

“My dad’s mother 
subsequently threw the panel 
in question out. She said it 
was smelly! 

“Dad did, however, come home 
from his own service in 
Bomber Command with a 
couple of German helmets 
which nan used as flower-pots. 
“I’m sure other people like me 
will remember getting dressed 
up on a Sunday to “go and see 
nan”, sitting round the table 
with a bottle of Tizer and 


asking all about the War. 
“Those are the kind of 
memories we’re so keen to 
preserve.”

COMFORT IN THE COLD: tenants’ champion Evie Hoyte braves the recent cold spell

RETIRED nurse Evie Hoyte 
has turned into a full-time 
carer - for the residents of 
the estate where she’s lived 
for 30 years. 

Evie was a busy mum-of-three 
during her early years on the 
Woodville Estate, Rochester 
Way, Blackheath. “I started 
working in Greenwich in 1964. 1 
was in general surgery at the 
old Brook Hospital, and in 
urology and general surgery at 
the Greenwich District 
Hospital. 

“When I left in 1988, I went 
into residential social services, 
as a manager, an NVQ trainer, 
and caring for the elderly, in 
Tower Hamlets until I retired 
last September,” she said. 

“I’d finished with night duty. I 
was beginning to get more time 
for myself. I was at home here 
more often. I had more time to 
look after my own community." 

Evie is now one of Greenwich 
Council’s housing panel reps 
for the Charlton and 
Carnbrook area. She’s on her 
local police safer 

neighbourhood panel. She's 
also a leading light behind 
Woodville’s ever-popular sports 
days. 

Evie’s helped the borough's 
community participation team 
to set up a new social group for 



older people in nearby flats and 
she still finds time to go on 
many of the organised walks 
for tenant reps and their 
friends, and to grow-her-own 
on her beloved allotment! 

“I suppose it all started when 
I had the council round to do 
some work for me," she told GT. 
“I’d just given up work, we got 
talking, and someone 
suggested I get involved.” 

She added: “When I went to 
my first housing panel 
meeting, I was intrigued. I felt 
like I was £ on the outside, 
looking in’. But I still made 
sure I contributed, adding ‘my 
little bit’. I’ve spoken at every 
meeting ever since!” 

Evie, a proud great- 
grandmother, has been keeping 
a special eye on all her fellow 
tenants through the bad 
weather. I must say that our 
local ‘bin men’ were wonderful. 
I went out there on the Sunday 
- just two days after Christmas - 
and I couldn't believe it. Our 
bins were empty! 

“I do what I can for everyone. 
There are ways you can get 
help, but not everyone knows 


HOW to do it. And I've found 
that Greenwich Council DOES 
react if we get problems. I try to 
be a voice for the people who 
don't have a strong one! I just 
want to make sure that people 
are safe and comfortable. That's 
my satisfaction.” 

• The Council’s new over-50s 
social club at 78 Shooters Hill 
Road, near the Sun-in-the- 
Sands roundabout, meets on 
the first Monday of the month 
from 2pm until 4pm. Evie's 
hoping to get regulars into lawn 
bowls! 

• Woodville, working with the 
council, the police, and with 
Charlton Athletic FC, is hoping 
to repeat last year’s success and 
hold sports days for children 
aged three to 14 in both May and 
August this year. The estate, 
working with the council and 
with the football club, got 
‘Places for Sport’ funding from 
Barclays Bank to revamp its 
playspace over two years ago.

Evie said: “I thought I 
knew Greenwich - but I’ve been 
to places in the borough that 
I’ve never heard of before.”

GREENWICH’S Children’s 
Centres are now offering 
information and advice 
about the MMR jab as part 
of a nationwide campaign 
to increase the number of 
children being immunised 
against Mumps, Measles 
and Rubella. 

All can be serious 
infectious diseases but 
scare stories linking the 
MMR with autism and 
bowel disease have caused 
anxiety among parents 
and many of them have 
decided not to let their 
children have the MMR 
jab. 

Others delayed having the 
MMR or decided to pay for 
three separate jabs. The 
result is an increase in the 
number of children 
catching measles leading 
to some suffering serious 


complications. 
Independent medical 
experts throughout the 
world have found no 
scientific evidence to link 
the MMR with autism or 
bowel disease. 

In 2008 the Government 
was so concerned about 
the rising numbers of 
children catching measles 
they launched a 
nationwide ‘catch-up’ 
programme to immunise 
children from 13 months 
to 18 years who had either 
never been given the MMR 
or who only had one dose. 
The first MMR jab is given 
at age 13 months, the 
second dose is given three 
months later; if the child 
is over 18 months the 
second dose can be given 
just one month later. 

There is no upper age 


limit to have the MMR jab. 
If you have any concerns 
at all about the MMR 
please talk with your GP, 
Practice Nurse or Health 
Visiting Team.

FORWARD-thinking 
shops, community 
organisations and 
residents living along the 
route to the London 
Olympics want to produce 
their own cultural 
contribution to “the 
greatest show on earth”.

NO one has claimed any of 
the jewellery at a special 
display of stolen items 
organised hy local police. 

Around 22 people attended 
the Prescious Items Fair 
hosted by Greenwich and 
Lewisham Safer 

Neighbourhoods Teams 
earlier this month but no one 
recognised any of the items 
recovered by police burglary 
teams. 

The items included a Tiffany 
necklace, brooches, bracelets, 
earrings, watches, expensive 
pens and even a trombone.

MMR - three letters which 
have saved millions of 
children’s lives worldwide. 

The measles, mumps and 
rubella vaccine has been 
licensed in the USA for over 
45 years and it has been used 
in the UK since 1988. 

To date, more than 500 
million doses have been 
given in over 100 countries 
worldwide. 

Children aged over 13 
months but under 18 months 
should be given the MMR in 
two doses at least three 
months apart. 

For those over 18 months of 
age, the two doses can be as 
close as one month apart, 
but ideally three months.

MMR vaccine is as safe as 
any vaccine can be and it’s 
never too late to get your 
child vaccinated.” 

Measles is caused by a 
virus and it is one of the 
most infectious diseases 
known. 

It is spread through the air 
- on tiny droplets of 
moisture that are expelled 
when someone coughs or 
sneezes 

So - if your child is not 
protected by vaccine, the 
chances are he or she will 
catch measles if they come 
into contact with an 
infectious child 

Nearly everyone who 


catches measles will have a 
high fever, a rash and be 
unwell. 

The incubation period is 
the first 10 to 12 days or so, 
and, during that time, a 
child infected with measles 
virus will not usually show 
any symptoms. 

The first symptom is 
usually a fever that lasts 
between one and seven days. 

The rash can appear as 
early as seven days after 
infection and up to 18 days 
after infection, but usually it 
appears around 14 days after. 
It lasts for five or six days 
and then fades. 

An infected person remains 
contagious from the 


appearance of the first 
symptoms to about three or 
four days after the rash 
appears. 

Children with measles have 
to spend about five days in 
bed and may be off school 
for ten days. 

Adults are likely to suffer 
more complications and be 
ill for longer than children. 

The complications of 
measles include chest 
infections, fits, swelling of 
the brain and brain damage. 
In severe cases measles can 
kill.

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Gala night for athletes dreaming of London 201

I T’S getting closer. There are just 30 months to 
go until the 2012 London Olympic Games - and 
lots of it will be right here on our doorsteps in 
Greenwich. To highlight the array of up-and- 
coming athletic talent in the borough, a special 
presentation awards ceremony was held last 
week. And many of the 10-to-19-year-olds who 
gathered in Woolwich Town Hall on January 26 
will be dreaming of competing alongside the best 
of British at the London Games. 

Twenty -five awards were over a range of 
categories, and were presented by Greenwich 
Starting Blocks’ Steve Sutherland, a trustee of 
the local charity formed to support the young 
sports stars of the borough. 

Also there to give an inspirational pep talk to the 
athletes was triple Paralympics gold medal 
winning swimmer Giles Long. He talked of his 
great will to succeed after he was diagnosed with 
a bone tumour at the age of 13, news that should 
have shattered his sporting ambitions. 

But, using just one arm Giles battled through 
adversity, eventually winning gold at three 
consecutive Paralympic Games in the 100-metre 
butterfly. He emphasised the importance of 
teamwork and of the support he received from 
an organisation similar to Starting Blocks. Giles 
said: “I swam as an individual, but we trained as 
a team. I got £400 from a local body which put 
petrol in my car for a year - which meant I could 
train. That made all the difference. The Games 
are coming to your back yard, and I believe they 
are going to transform your lives.” 

• SINCE Greenwich Starting Blocks was formed 
in 2007 a total of £27,577 has been paid in 
bursaries to 25 Greenwich athletes, £11,922 of it 
since last September. In all, 53 athletes have 
received Wellness memberships to borough 
leisure centres.

GREENWICH is no stranger 
. m to the movie business. Mega- 

^ < budget smashes from James 

r Bond to the Golden Compass 
have used the area’s 
picturesque backdrop for 
cameos on the big screen. 

But these are but fleeting glimpses, and 
far more concerned with the aesthetics, 
opulence and history of the Royal Park 
and it’s regal buildings than the fabric of 
the life that knits the town together. 

Less common are entire films set in the 
area, and lesser still, those that feature a 
local cast and crew, and a timely, original 
storyline. 

Director Carl Medland has lived in 
Greenwich for over a decade and his latest 
film - The Cost Of Love, was made in the 
area, by people from the area. 

“I wanted to make a modern love story 
that spoke to us all,” the filmmaker told 
Scene.

Hot Chip off the old block 


WHILE Hot Chip were one of a 
JrH slew bands from the early 
mJSjW noughties to adopt an electro-pop 
\ sounc i p they stood apart from the 
pack both for their melodies and for their 
fully live, band-oriented approach. 

One Life Stand is a full-blooded leap into 
the unknown, an album that is awash with 
Hot Chip's trademark creativity 
punctuated with a searing emotional 
intensity. OLS is arguably Hot Chip’s most 
complete body of work to date, an album 
that is more cohesive and soulful than 
2007’s directionless Made In The Dark and 
more ambitious than 2005’s Mercury 
nominated The Warning. 

With Joe Goddard, Alexis Taylor, Felix 
Martin, Al Doyle and Owen Clarke splitting 
writing and production duties it is no 
surprise that they borrow, create and take 
inspiration from a plethora of influences. 
OLS sees a proliferation of influences as 
diverse as the burgeoning UK funk scene 
to soul music, modern R&B, Northern 
Soul, Gospel, Golden Age Electronica, 
Detroit House, Southern soul, the sounds 
of Arthur Russell, Prince and Theo 
Parish - and surprisingly they all 


sit not-too-awkwardly alongside the band’s 
signature pop aesthetics. 

The songs on the album were largely 
written around skeletal pianos, Wurlitzers, 
or keyboards, and demoed at the group

leaders’ home studios. They were then 
taken to Lanark Studio - owned by Hot 
Chip - to be fully produced and fleshed out 
with the three remaining band members. 

In addition, recording contributions from 
legendary innovators of their respective 
fields Charles Hayward (This Heat), and 
Fimber Bravo (Steel n‘ Skin), as well as 
newer musicians Leo Taylor (The 
Invisible), string arrangers and 
experimental composers. 

Featuring an archetypal Hot Chip song, 
title track and first single, One Life Stand 
is built on a metronomic but pulsing 
groove, and reaches a joyously simple 
and naive climax of monogamous 
embracement. 

Top marks for endeavour then, the 
album earnestly grasps at the listener 
and succeeds in the main to get its 
audience ready for the floor. Just not as 
ready as it was a couple of years ago, 
though, when Hot Chip were the 
darlings of the club scene’s Zeitgeist.

So 
enter the new Ml, a 1 Series coupe 
which has had the full M division 
treatment and could be yours for a snip 
at £38k.
